SUMMARY:

Bryan McArthur holds a career continuous professional certificate of license to teach in the area of
Social Studies, grades 7-12; a transition administrator certificate in the area of Principal, grades 7-12;
and an initial administrator certificate in the area of Superintendent, grades K-12. Mr. McArthur is not
currently teaching in Missouri.

On July 11, 2014, Mr. McArthur was found guilty of the Felony, Forgery. On January 14, 2015, Mr.
McArthur received a suspended imposition of sentence (SIS) and was sentenced to three years
supervised probation.

While serving in his capacity as a high school principal he instructed a student to forge his son’s name
on a check, which he then deposited in his personal bank account.

Mr. McArthur received notice of the hearing, but was neither present nor represented through counsel.

RECOMMENDATION:

It is recommended that the State Board of Education revoke any certificates held by Mr. McArthur
pursuant to its authority under Mo. Rev. Stat. § 168.071 (Supp. 2014).

Introduction

This matter was held on January 14, 2016, before Kristen A. Morrow, Hearing Officer
designated by the Commissioner of Education. Those present were:

1.

Ross Brown, Counsel for Department of Elementary and Secondary Education;

Billie Jo Keim, Legal Assistant, Department of Elementary and Secondary Education;
and

Margery Tanner, Director, Educator Certification, Department of Elementary and
Secondary Education.

Findings of Fact

Bryan McArthur, Respondent, holds a career continuous professional certificate of license to
teach in the area of Social Studies, grades 7—12; a transition administrator certificate in the
area of Principal, grades 7—12 that expires on September 7, 2017, 2017; and an initial
administrator certificate in the area of Superintendent, grades K—12 that expires on December
17,2016. Respondent’s certifications were current and active at all times material herein.
(Petitioner’s Exhibit C) (Transcript page 9, line 8—page 11, line 7).

Educator Certification’s staff assignment report indicates Respondent was last employed as
the elementary and high school principal at Tri-County R-VII School District for the
2013-2014 school year. (Petitioner’s Exhibit C) (Transcript page 11, lines 13-20).

. On or about July 11, 2014, Respondent was found guilty of the Class C Felony, Forgery, in

the Circuit Court of Daviess County in the case styled State v. Bryan McArthur, Case No.
14DV-CR00077-01. Respondent received a suspended imposition of sentence (SIS) and was
placed on supervised probation for a period of three years beginning January 14, 2015. The
court set a due to end date for January 14, 2018. Respondent, with the purpose to defraud,
used a check, knowing it had been made so that it purported to have a genuineness it did not
possess. (Petitioner’s Exhibit A) (Transcript page 5, line 24—page 6, line 7).



. The Daviess County Sheriff’s Department Probable Cause Statement indicated that
Respondent brought three students into his office to practice writing his son’s signature on a
blank piece of paper. He then instructed one of the students to sign his son’s name on the
back of a check, made out to his son, in the amount of $234.00. Respondent took the check
to the bank and deposited it into his account knowing the signature was not his son’s.
(Petitioner’s Exhibit A) (Transcript page 5, line 24—page 6, line 7).

. On September 29, 2015, a Motion for Continuance was filed on behalf of the Department
requesting the hearing scheduled for October 1, 2015, be continued. By Order dated
September 30, 2015, the Motion was granted, the hearing was continued to January 14, 2016,
and Respondent was notified by first-class mail and by certified mail of the new date for the
hearing. (Petitioner’s Exhibit B) (Transcript page 7, line 3—page 8, line 3).

. A certified mail receipt dated October 8, 2015, and signed by Respondent indicates he
received notice of the hearing. (Petitioner’s Exhibit B) (Transcript page 7, line 3—page 8, line
3). :

. On January 14, 2016, a hearing was held before Kristen A. Morrow, designated Hearing
Officer. The Respondent was neither present nor was he represented through counsel.
(Transcript page 4, lines 3—24).

Conclusions of Law

. The conviction of Respondent, of Forgery, is a Class C Felony pursuant to Mo. Rev. Stat.
§ 570.090 (Supp. 2002).

. This charge was set for hearing and notice was served on Respondent in compliance with the
requirements of Mo. Rev. Stat. § 536.067 (2000).

. The Missouri Supreme Court has defined “moral turpitude” as:

An act of baseness, vileness, or depravity in the private and social duties which man owes
fo his fellowman or to society in general, contrary to the accepted and customary rule of
right and duty between man and man; everything ‘done contrary to justice, honesty,
modesty and good morals’. Inre Frick, 694 S.W.2d 473, 479 (Mo. banc 1985).

. Mo. Rev. Stat. § 168.071.1 (1) (Supp. 2014) provides the following authority to the State
Board of Education:

The state board of education may refuse to issue or renew a certificate, or
may, upon hearing, discipline the holder of a certificate of license to teach
for the following causes: (1) A certificate holder or applicant for a
certificate has pleaded to or been found guilty of a felony or crime
involving moral turpitude under the laws of this state, any other state, of
the United States, or any other country, whether or not sentence is
imposed;

In Brehe v. Missouri Department of Elementary and Secondary Education, 213
S.W.3d 720, 725 (Mo. App. W.D. 2007), the court classified crimes into three
categories:

Category (1) is “crimes that necessarily involve moral turpitude, such as fraud.”
e Category (2) is “crimes so obviously petty that conviction carries no

suggestion of moral turpitude, such as illegal parking.”
e Category (3) is “crimes that may be saturated with moral turpitude, yet

do not involve it necessarily, such as willful failure to pay income tax

or refusal to answer questions before a congressional committee.”

In State Board of Nursing v. Williams, No. 08-0463 BN, the Administrative
Hearing Commission concluded “the crime of forgery with the essential element
of fraud is a Category 1 crime.”

Based upon the notice of hearing and the documentation of Respondent’s conviction, the
State Board of Education, pursuant to Mo. Rev. Stat. § 168.071 (Supp. 2014), is authorized to

suspend or revoke any certificate or claim of certification held by Respondent.

Recommendation

Respondent pled guilty to the Felony, Forgery, which gives the State Board of Education the
authority to discipline his certification. Not only did Respondent purposely cause his son’s
name to be forged on a check for his own personal gain, he used his position as high school
principal to instruct a student to commit the forgery in his office. For these reasons, his is a
crime that necessarily involves moral turpitude. Because Respondent did not appear, we do
not have the benefit of his testimony in this matter.

It is recommended the State Board of Education revoke Respondent’s certification.

OPENING STATEMENT BY MR. BROWN:
Good morning. My name is Ross Brown, Assistant

Attorney General here today on behalf of the Department of
Elementary and Secondary Education. The Department will
show today that there is cause to discipline the
certifications of Bryan McArthur based on being found
guilty of the Class C felony of forging, a crime of moral
turpitude and a violation of Section 195.211 of the
Revised Statutes of Missouri.

Mr. McArthur currently holds a certificate of
license to teach in the areas of social studies grades 7
to 12, as well as certifications as a transition
administrator in the area of principal grades 7 to 12, and
initial administrator certificate in the area of
superintendent grades kindergarten through 12th grade.

Evidence will show that Mr. McArthur was found
guilty of a felony and a crime of moral turpitude and,
therefore, cause exists pursuant to Section 168.071 of the
Revised Statutes in regulation 5 CSR 20-400.230 to
discipline his certifications. Today we ask the
Department to certify —-- to discipline his certifications.

As the first part of our case, though, I would
